This was. as its author, 
Senator \Y. A. Johnson, pointed out 
in the preamble of his resolution, 
to foree the redistneting of Texas in 
accordance with the last census. 
The charge was specifically made 
that liquor interests were largely re­ 
sponsible for tlu* failure to redis- 
triei and give tdie Panhandle section 
fair representation in < ’ongress. 
A 
“slush iund to control state polities” 
was mentioned, and tin* inhabitants 
of tho proposed news state of J e f ­ 
ferson “ wished to free of such dom­ 
ination,“ it was stated. 
immediately following the John­ 
son resolution, a redistrtciing bilil 
was introduced and today was be­ 
lieved to be certain of onssage at 
this section of the legislature. 
The great size of Texas i- known 
to every school child in America, 
the proposition to divide Texas into 
two or even more states i> not a now 
one. 
But this year tlu* suggestion 
was received with less ridicule than 
ever and few 
political 
wiseacre 
were willing to predict that in the 
not far distant future such a hill 
would have a fair chance of passing 
the legislature.

Senator Johnson’s Dill proposed t<> 
organize a new sovereign state out 
of the four western counties and I hi 
so-called Panhandle district. 
The 
preamble declared this section was 
entitled to two more Fongiessmcn 
than it has today, that it supplies 
practically all the 
public 
school 
lands and pays to support free edu­ 
cation in Texas out of all propor­ 
tion to other parts of the state, and 
that its representation in the state 
legislature should be increased. 
The bill provided for tin* organi­ 
zation of a legi-laturc and a con­ 
stitutional convention in the
